STERNER PHASES OF RE- 


SPONSIBILITIES OUTLINED

Sterner phases of the re- 


•ponsibilities of the air raid 
wardens of Navarro county 
w e r e outlined 
Thursday 


night at the Junior High 
School Auditorium by R. E. 
Smith, reginal director for 
thf^ Eighth Corps Area of 
Civilian Defense and Capt. W. O. 
Burns, special Instructor for the 
fire-fighting course. 


Along with the outlining of thu 


OAttles of 
the 
special 
wardens 
came the prediction from both 
speakers that within six 
months 
•very able-bodied citizen would b« 
required to be carrying on some 
phase of national defense effort. 
A county-wide household clean- 
up campaign was stressed as the 
primary factor 
In 
successfully 
combatting fires, especially those 
of incendiary origin. 


McKlnney Presided. 


Chief Warden W. E. McKlnney, 
culled the meeting to order and the 
tJi»-n out of workers from all parts 
ol the county filled the auditorium 
to capacity. He Introduced Smith, 
a former resident of Corsicana, as 
a man doing a man-sized Job over 
a five state area for his country. 
/the regional chief assured the 


wardens at tho outset that the ci- 
vilian defense setup, despite much 
criticism from many sources, wad 
deadly 
serious 
and there 
was 


nothing frivolous about it. Ho re 
ported that one state had recently 
been removed from his area and 
placed In a military zone, Arizona, 
but the rest wero sectors on or ad- 
jacent to the borders and the peo- 
ple knew how to take care of 
themselves, while in some other 
sections of the country people had 
to be herded into action. 
, He asserted that Washington and 
/Austin groups would render every 
i assistance possible but the setup 
,' remained primarily local and the 


people of each area would them- 


I selves determine the effectiveness 
i of their organization; 
he 
added 


1 the textbooks supplied were advls- 
lory only and all plans would have 
Ito be adapted to local conditions 
\in every phase of the work, 
j Pointing to the fact that only 


. two pi lions had survived the Nazi 
st»}.mroller, England and Russia, 
. ana both had prepared for such 
eventualities. 
He admitted that 
Americans might be quicker and 


• tAolfi effiicent than those nations 
,4>'it.'^hls was somewhat offset by 
IthB' determination of the English 
fand Soviets. 
i 
Smith Insisted that even after 


/ the rude awakening of December 
i 7 there were 
two 
dangerous 
schools of enemies within 
the 
ranks of tho citizenry, one group 
that thought America couldn't win 
and the other that the war would 
be a "pushover." He warned ev- 
ery citizen to be prepared for great 
disappointments 
as 
home and 
abroad. 
Important Post 
He said the most important post 


In the entire civilian defense set- 
up was that of an air raid war- 
dens and the fact that a similar 
system had been In uee even by 
barnyard animals since the begin- 
ning of time did not lessen the re- 
sponsibilities. 


He asserted that patriotism was 
nothing abstract to boast of but 
was just as ordinary as the re- 
sponsibility of caring for one's 
own family; he also Insisted the 
American government Is not an 
abstract Ideal but that each cit- 
izen was a component part of It, 
and should do his part In every 
way. 
He also expressed a 
hope 
that the unified spirit of Ameri- 
cans would be returned during the 
crisis after It had been disrupted 
by powerful groups with selfish 
motives who had taken advantage 
ofj'the average American complac- 
efcey. 
'• Smith predicted that within six 
months every able-bodied citizen 
uld be performing some vital 
•k tor the government, and while 
i air raid warden work was 
untary there would be 
other 
ises that would likely be com- 
pulsory. 
Navarro county and Us organi- 
zation stands out prominently In 
all of the inland sectors of the re- 
gion, Smith declared, and asserted 
every citizen could be proud of 
the wonderful co-operation shown; 
he Insisted the wardens were not 


j giving something but were recelv- 
1 Ing training that would be valu- 
able if war never came. 


He also urged the wardens to In- 
terest women in the various de- 
fense groups, particularly courses 
'n home nursing, pointing out that 
wars always brought shortages of 
nurses and doctors. Declaring the 
struggle was everybody's war and 
the more every citizen worked to- 
gotter the sooner it would be over, 
the director urged a constant cam- 
paign against rumors of all kinds. 
He said the biggest danger was 
that Americans would "sleep on 
the Job" particularly In the larger 
cities, and again said he would b« 
glad ot make a complete report 
on>t\is Inspection of Navarro coun- 
ty and assured the wardens it 
would not be unfavorable. 
H. B. Bomar asked to be allow- 
to speak briefly and after tak- 


Jie floor urged adoption of a 
\ resolution against strikes 
ther stoppages resulting from 


the attitude of organized labor, 
asking for a standing vote of those 
who favored such a move. 


Chief Warden McKlnney told the 
audience there was no place for 
politics In the defense setup and he 
was not going to discuss either side 


of the proposal. He referred the 
matter to the co-ordlnators council 
for any action they saw fit. 


Special Fire Course, 


Captain W. G. Burns of the Dal- 
las Fire Department was then pre- 
sented and started the special flro 
course which he asserted would be 
difficult. 
He declared the first 


section would be devoted to pre- 
vention of fires, a subject that was 
always boring but now more im- 
portant than ever because replace- 
ment materials were not available 
and everything vital to the war ef- 
fort must be protected. 


He declared the most important 
phase of the preventive drive was 
a county-wide cleanup c.-impaipn 
which he termed the direct respon- 
sibility of each warden, first for 
his own premises, and then for hid 
district. He said the plans for tho 
promotion of the campaign would 
have to be fixed to meet local 
conditions. 


Such a campaign should start 
with the attics of houses from 
which 
everything 
combustible 


should be removed to eliminate 
unnecessary hazards; then effort 
should be directed to closets and 
other storage space and everything 
that was not useable should be dis- 
carded and removed, and then oth- 
er parts of the home and areas un- 
der the homes should be given a 
thorough cleaning, and finally the 
process extended to barns, garages 
other outhouses, yards and alleys, 
so that fires would have no oppor- 
tunity to feed and spread. 


He predicted 
the 
amount of 


debris uncovered would be as- 
tounding and suggested that many 
worthy agencies would bo glad to 
use part or all of the discarded 
articles and materials. 
After a 


thorough cleaning, regular efforts 
should be made to keep things In 
perfect condition; ho urged the re- 
moval of paints, varnishes, gaso- 
line and other cleaning fluids from 
possible danger spots 
and 
that 


proper storage be arranged for oil 
mops and rags used In daily house- 
work, Insisting again that It wa.i 
an individual responsibllty. 


Blackouts Dlsciissrd. 


Turning to the subject of blnck- 
oute, he admitted that many Dal- 
las residents had dcefatcd tho pur- 
pose of the practice event by mere- 
ly turning out their lights during 
the designated period rathen than 
preparing one room In the house 
for continuing the normal routine 
as early as possible. He particu- 
larly . warned against bringing in 
auxiliary 
lighting units that were 


hazardous, calling attention to the 
fact a fire In a single residence 
could defeat the purposees of a 
blackout over a wide area. He de- 
clared the clean-up would pay ev- 
ery community dividends if the ef- 
fects of war raids never reached 
them. 


Taking up sabotage and 
arson, 
the instructor said that while raids 
might never reach inland com- 
munities there was always danger 
of sabotage and it has already been 
discovered in many areas. He salfl 
no visitors were being allowed in 
Dallas fire stations to 
prevent 


damaging of equipment such as 
had been discovered In neighbor- 
ing states. He also urged proper 
precautions bo taken against dam- 
age In any vital plants, and said 
the best protection against sabo- 
tage during a raid was to know 
intimately the people rjn any as- 
signed area. 


He urged against getting angry 
or afraid, stating both emotional 
conditions prevented a person from 
exerting his best efforts. He also 
warned against arson and the ease 
with which clues in such crimes 
could be covered. Under the head 
of vital defense units, ho listed 
all food plants, water .inpplies, util- 
ities systems, as well OB manufac- 
turing • plants of all kinds, any- 
thing that would enable Americans 
to continue normal life. 
He also 


warned 
against 
over-fusing In 


switchpanels in residences, recom- 
mending nothing larger than 15- 
ampre units, so that danger from 
any shortcircult could bo quickly 
eliminated. He also warned against 
cutting off gas at meters except 
in rare Instances, and not to turn 
the gas on again at tho meter 
until the gas company had been 
notified and had made an Inspec- 
tion to prevent damage or loss of 
life. 


Must Be Prepared. 


In the second section devoted to 
tire fighting, Capt. Burns said the 
Instructions were mainly based on 
the 
possibility 
that equipment 


would not be available for com- 
batting flames; ho said he hoped 
sufficient 
equipment would 
bo 


available but there was no certain- 
ty such would be tho case and 
wardens should be prepared to do 
tho beat they could with available 
facilities. 


Listing the essentials of proper 


action In case of fires, he said 
each warden should know the lo- 
cation of the nearest flro station 
and In case help was needed to 
see that the duty of sending in the 
alarm should be Intrusted to a de- 
pendable person, and 
turned 
In 


promptly. 
Then 
the 
wardens 


should be able to assist people out 
of Involved houses, 
and 
should 


know the number of occupants, 
and whether there were children, 
aged or Infirm who would require 
special aid. Traffic direction was 
also listed, as one of the duties of 
a warden, and Included both vehic- 
ular and 
pedestrian 
movements, 
guiding fire apparatus to the scene 
of tho blaze if necessary. He also 
said the wardens would have to bo 
alert to prevent panic and said tho 
best solution was to give affected 
people something to do to keep 
their minds off the dangers. 


The three main classes of fires 
and principal extinguishing agents 
were listed as follows: 


Type A—Involving wood, mer- 
chandise, grass, trash or any com- 
mon combustible; water used to 
extinguish. 


Type B—Involving gasoline, oils, 


paints and similar Items; use foam 
extinguishers, sand, or any other 
smothering agent, but never water. 


Type C—Electrical; cut sourco 


of electricity and then treat as 
Class A. 


He also warned against using 


small handtype 
fluid pump ex- 


tinguishers In closed rooms stat- 


ing the main Ingredient 
would 
form a deadly gas. 


During a brief Intermission, the 


wardens enjoyed coffee and cold 
drinks offered by the Junior high 
Safety Patrol at nominal prices. 
Starting tho second portion of 


training Director Smith Insisted 
that every warden secure all pos- 
sible knowledge about his assign- 
ment, pointing out effective work 
done by Scotch wardens. He also 
said funds had been made avail- 
able for persons Injured or killed 
while engaged in protective duty. 


Garden Ho«o Valunble. 


Capt. Burns started his second 


lecture with a warning to keep 
garden hose, an effective means 
of fighting home fires, under lock 
and key in the future to prevent 
theft. 
He also urged every war- 


den to take at least the minimum 
first aid course and then to con- 
tinue study to make the best pos- 
sible admlnlstrant. 
The last section of the course 
was devoted to bombs. First list- 
ed were high elploslve shells de- 
signed for destruction of plants 
or residential areas, dropped from 
great heights and 
with 
varying 


force. 
Persons must stay away 


from windows and glass doors In 
tho event of high explosive bomb 
drops In the neighborhood for the 
gloss splinters would bo as deadly 
as machinegun fire from the con- 
cussion. He recommended the sec- 
ond or third floors as the safest 
plaes in buildings six or more
